The agency President Reagan bad in 
his statements given the hnpressioo that 
Lebanon was “ an American state rather than 
a sovereign country....** It scorned Reagan's 
assertion that the U.S. sought a diplomatic 
settiement of foe conflict and an end to 
bloodshed.

Reagan was clearly startled when a ques- 
tioner Thursday quoted the view of a senior 
Egyptian official that the alleged U.S. 
approval was linked to the presidential'ambi- 
tions of outgoing Secretary of State Alexan- 
der Haig. Acceding to the questioner, at a 
luncheon of editors and broadcasters in Los 
Angeles, the official claimed the State 
Department did nothing to stop the June 6 
invasion because of an Israeli promise to sup- 
port a presidential.bid by Haig in 1934. 

Haughey 
wins vote 

DUBLIN, July 2 (APj — Charles J. 
Haughey, the Irish Republic's prime mhits- 
ter, won a parliamentary vote of confidence 
Thursday night, after suffering two surprise 
defeats 24 hours earlier. 

The Daii, the republic’s 166-seat parlia- 
ment, voted 84 to 77 for the confidence 
motion, a majority of seven. 

In the Tuesday vote, Haughey's minori^ 
Fianna Fail (soldiers of destmy) Party was 
dented by 80 votes to 78 both times, on 
moves by foe opposition Labor and Fine Gael 
(family of the Irish) parties to save a KiUcemiy 
factory and its 600 jobs from closure. 

Afier the defeats, the confidence motion 
was put down by the opposition. Had it sec- 
.iired a-major!ty, the country would hav« 
faced hs third general election in 13 months. 
Fiaona Fail dissidents, members of foe work- 
er^ party and an independent reversed their 
previous policy and supported foe govern- 
ment. That eased the political tension, but tl» 
latest vote still leaves Haughey's govemmern 
piecaiibusly balanced. 


u must, says 
Sharon 

BEIRUT, July 2 (Agencies) — Israeli 
Defense Mioisier Ariel Sharon, holding 
his first news conference in the Lebanese 
capital, Friday said that Israel would not 
toierate any Palestinian commando stay- 
ing in Lebanon. 

“Israel wiD not accept a situation in 
which any of the commandos will stay in 
Lebanon because we have decided not to 
aroept any longer a situation in which our 
people are killed and murdered," Sharon 
told reporters in East Beirut. Sharon met 
with correspondents in the Alexandre 
Hotel where he bad come for a lunch 
break after inspecting Israeli troops in 
Lebanon which Western sources estimate 
number more than 90,000. 

Sharon declined to say how much more 
time Israel would allow for negotiations to 
reach a peaceful settlement. “ We have no 
intention of interfering with the internal 
problems of this country... We have never 
bad any intention of keeping one square 
tneb of Lebanese territo^," Sharon said 
h) the 15-minute meeting with reporters. 

In Tet Aviv, Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir bluntly warned France Friday to 
stay out of diplomatic efforts to remove 
the Palestinian conunandos from Leba- 
non. Israeli officials said. Tbe warning was 
sounded 4t a meeting between Shamit and 
two Fiench officials sent here to try and 
help resolve the Lebanon conflid. 

Meanwhile, Israeli warplanes, in what 
appeared to be a psychological war, 
resumed their mock air raids on west 
Beirut Friday, dropping flares and causing 
sonic booms. Similar flights by enemy 
planes were conducted Thursday night, 
when the planes dropped smoke foombs. 

There were reports of artillery 
exchanges Thursday night, presumably 
between the joint Palestinian-Lebanese 
forces and Israeli troops in the southern 
suburbs of the capital. On the other hand, 
reports from the northern pon city of 
Tripoli spoke of armed clashes .between 
rival groups. 

Security sources said atout 12 people 
were kill^ and 40 injured in tbe clashes, 
in which various weapons were used. 

Israeli radio said that Israel was "tight- 
ening its endrclemenf ' of Beirut to dis- 
play impatience with diplomatic efforts.. 


Over Soviet pipeline 

Thatcher assails U.S. move 


LONDON, July 2 (R) — British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher has said U.S. 
efforts to bkxk construaion of tbe planned 
Soviet gas pipeline to Western Europe were 
wrong. 

She told parliament the European Com- 
munity goveraments had agreed that com- 
munity offidals would contact Washington to 
try to find a solution to foe row. “The ques- 
tion is whether one very powerful nation can 
prevent existing contracts being fulfilled. 1 
h is wrong to do tbat,'^ she said. 

• Several European countries involved in the 
■pipeline deal have been angered by tbe U.S. 
decision last month to extend its sanctions 
against foe Soviet Union, originally imposed 
after the declaration of roaitid law in Poland. 
Washington has banned U.S. subsidiaries 
overseas and other firms mantifecniring 
under U.S. Ikenoes from supplying key 
equipment for the pipeline, the largest 
East- West deal ever. 

Mrs. Thatcher warned that failure to 
resolve tbe row could have serious consequ- 
ences which she fod not specify. 

’The Thatcher government Tbursday set 
the stage for an afi-out test of wiOs when it 
took first steps to prohibit British firms from 
comping with tbe U.S. embai^. But dqv 
lomatic sources viewed this as mainly a politi- 
cal action aimed at getting Washington to 
reconsider. Jt is widely recognized that U.S. 
reprisals against any finn that flouted tbe 
sanctions could prove very costly. 

In many of .foe nations affect^, howls of 
outrage have been heard across the polit^l 
spectrum, with the U.$ accused of treating its 
allies as servants to its cold war policies in 
asserting its right to control firms outside its 
borders. Despite warnings that the issue 
threatens tbe Atlantic aJUance, Reagan 
Wednesday night reaffirmed his tough 
stance, aimed at punishing Moscow for its 
role in Poland. He said there was no way in 
principle tbe United States could back away 
because “tbe Soviet Union has sat there and 
done nothing." 

In a blisterig attack, former British Prime 
MinisterJEdward Heath said tbe crisis in rela- 
tions between Europe and tbe United States 
was rooted in Reagan's philosophy of 
economics and approach to interaational 
affeiis, “more misguided than any in the h^ 
tory of tbe Western alliance.'* 

He told 8 Conservative group here Wed- 
nesday night that the artificially overvalued 
dollar, supported by persistently high interest 
rates and record U.S. budget deficits, was at 
tbe heart of tbe looming Atlantic trade war 
over the pipeline and U.5. complaints about 
cut-price steel imports. 

“Western Europe and America are setting 


themselves on a collision courfe unparallel- 
led since the war," Frankfurfs independent 
Neae Presse said Thursday in a signed com- 
mentary under the heading "conflict in foe 
alliance." Tbe lefr-wing FnuUtfnrtker 
Ruadsdtau carried an edhorial beaded "with 
total lack of feeling,** declaring: "Tbe 
decision-makers in the American capital 
have apparently no feeling that a unilateral 
extension of American law to European firms 
under the emb.ar^ against Western Europe* s 
gas pipeline deal is a method customary bet- 
ween master and servant, perhaps, but not 
Iwnveen pannezs.'* 

Earlier this week. Common Market fore- 
ign ministers said that in extending its 
embargo to overseas subsidiaries of U.S. 
firms and foreign licensees, the United States 
was attempting aD"exiraterrirorial extensioa 
of U.S. jurisdiction" which they said was 
unlikely to be accepted on legal grounds. But 
these often heated denunciations have not 
yet led to outright defiance of Washington's 
wishes. Heath partly attributed this to “tbe 
flabby mpotence of a Europe which refuses 
to take its destiny into its own hands." 

U.S., Russia 
view arms cut 

GENEVA, July 2 (AP) — U.S, and Soviet ■ 
delegations held one of their longest meet- 
ings yet m their seven-month-old negotia- 
tions on controlling Europe-based medium- 
range nuclear arms. 

A routinely terse U.S. statement said the 
two teams conferred fbr'three hours and 25 
minutes and scheduled their next meeting 
July 7. Tbe previous session, on Tuesday, bad 
also lasted more than three hours, a possible 
indication of hard bargaining. 

Earb'er this week, a U.S. official had given 
reporters wbal some feh was an optimistic 
interim assessment of the laU:s. He said 
"serious discussions" bad taken place and 
that neither side should believe that *‘ there is 
DO reason for hope." 

Meanwhile, in Los Angeles, President 
Ronald Reagan Thursday warned that a 
freeze now on the number o^nuclear weapons 
“would make this country fiangerously vul- 
nerable to nuclear blackmail.” 

He told west coast newspaper editors that a 
freeze would only be acceptable if the two 
superpowers ^uced their nuclear arsenals 
until they were equal. He contended that tbe 
Soviet arsenal was bigger and still growing. 
MoseWs proposal of a freeze has received 
support from part of tbe American public and 
tbe opposition Democratic Party. 


Arab panel, Gemayel 
hold ^positive* talks 


TAIF, July 2 (SPA) — A spokesman for 
foe six-member Arab Ministerial Committee 
Friday described talks held with Lebanese 
rightist militia commander Bashfr Gemayel 
as positive. 

In a statement to SPA foe spokesman said 
that Gemayel bad expressed "understanding 
and keenness to fecilhate the committee's 
mission." He ex|rfamed that the rightist 
leader had arrived in Taif in response to an 
invitation extended by foe ministerial com- 
mittee which was formed at an emergency 
meeting held by Arab foreign ministers in 
Tunis last month. 

The spokesman said the committee had 
“unanimously decided to invite Gemayel, fol- 
lowing its intensive consultations with 
Lebanese Preadent Elias Sarkis and Premier 
Shafiq Waoan, with tbe aim of containing 
the Lebanese crisis and putting an end to this 
tragedy resulting from foe Zionist invasion of 
Lebanese territory.” 

The spokesman s»iS a simil,zr invitation 
had been extended to foe Lebanese National 
Salvation Authority and foe Palestine Liber- 
ation Organization (PLO) to appoint a rep- 
resentative for each to participate in the 
committee's deliberations. The authority, 
chaired by President Sarkis, has been formed 
to try and resolve the Lebanese crisis. _ 

The following is the text of the statement 
issued by Arab League Secretary-General 
Cbadli IGibi on foe committee's meetings: 
“The ministerial committee set up by the 
Arab League Council at its extraordinary ses- 
sion held in Tunis Saturday. June 26. held a 
series of meetings at and elected Prince 
Saud Al-FaisaL the foreign minister, chair- 
man. The committee's discussions covered 
tbe consequences of the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon and the siege imposed on the cit>’ of 
Beirut. 

Thd committee denounced the Israeli 
occupation and its expansionist aims and 
serious political designs involving Leba:ieL.’ 
sovereignty and the Palestinian people." 

The committee affirmed the support of all 
Arab states for Lebanon' s right to extend its 
sovereignty over all Lebanese territory and 
tbe need to help this country get rid of the 
hegemony of Israeli troops which occupy 
Lebanese' territory, besiege the capital and 
threaten to liquidate its inhabitants. 

"Furthermore, the committee stressed the 
need for its shouldering respousibilit>’ of 
helping in regulating future Lebanese- 
Palestinian relations in a manner ensuring 
Lebanon* s sovereignty and tbe PLO pursuing 
its struggle. "While affirming foe Arab 
League member states' readiness to defend 
tbe independence and sovereignt}' of Leba- 
non, the true Arab country, and support it in 


rebuilding state institutions in a way enabling 
it to assume its responsibilities in tbe best 
manner, the committee stresses at the same 
time its determination to back the Palestinian 
people led by the PLO, their sole legitimate 
representative, and ensure the continued 
existence of the PLO as a historic Arab trust 
until the struggling Palestinian people regain 
their natural legitimate rights to their home- 
land and an independent state." 

Tbe siaiemeni concluded: “And in 
implementation of the mission entrusted to it 
by the .Arab Leauge Council, the committee 
decided to bold direct contacts with tbe per- 
manent member states of the Security Coun- 
cil and has formed delegations for tbe pur- 
pose." 

Israel gets 
Amnesty note 

LONDON, July 2 (Agencies) — Amnesty 
International has urged Israel to treat prison- 
ers taken in Lebanon acco^'ding to interna- 
tional conventions, following press reports 
that captives are being held in secret locations 
and mistreated. 

The appeal was made to Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin in a letter sent 
Wednesday and made public at Amnesty 
headquarters here Thursday. Citing the press 
reports — which reportedly applied to bolt 
Palestinian civilians and resistance fighters 
captured in the invasion — the letter askec 
Israel to issue a list of prisoners and the 
reason for their detention. 

“Any prisoners held solely on the grounds 
of their political opinions, allegiances or 
ethnic origins should he released immedi- 
ately.'* it said. 

Senator warns 
of oil embargo 

CENTRALIA, Illinois, July 2 (AP) - 
Another Arab oil embargo might result if the 
Israelis attack west Beirut, Senator Charles 
H. Percy has said. 

“There would be absolute carnage ... (and) 
severe retribution against tbe United States 
because of that," the chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee told an inter- 
viewer Thursday. "The civilian casualties 
alone in this war have been 15,000 in Leba- 
non..." 

He said an Israeli invasion of west Beirut 
also could be felt in tbe form of “more high 
interest rates, higher inflati on... oil embar - 
goes. We're facing a N’ery perilous situation."

JEDDAH. July 2 — The Public Invest- 
ment Fund (PIF) has extended a loan of 
SR2.7 billion to Hnance the Eastern Pet- 
mchemical Company's complex, llie com- 
pany.' known as Sharq. is one of the Saudi 
Arabian Basic Industries Corporation 
(SABIC) petn*K;henuc3i projects. 

The Saudi Press Agency reported Friday 
that the loan agreement was signed in Riyadh 
by Finance and National Economy Minister 
Muhammad Aba AJ-Khaii. who also is 
chairman of PIF. This loan is expected to be 
the final to be provided by PIF fmancing an 
infrastructure project. S.ABIC is building 10 
basic industries, in partnership with leading, 
specialist intemationai companies, in two 
industrial cities on both the coasts of the 


cilunify. 

Sharq. whose final agreement was signed in 
May. 1 98 1 . is a |oint venture between SABIC 
and a Japanese consortium led by Mitsubishi. 
With a total cost of SR5 billion ($1.5 billion), 
the project will produce 1 30.000 metric tons 


per annum of linear low -density' polyethylene 
and 300.000 tons of ethylene glycol. 

Under an agreement of exchange. Sharq 
will receive the ethylene needed to produce 
its low-density polyethylene from the Ara- 
bian Petrochemical Company (Petrokemya). 
a joint venture between SABIC and th U.S. 
Dow Chemical. In return. Sharq will supply 
Petrokemya with i 50.000 metric tons per 
annum of ethylene glycol. 

The final agreement for Sharq. the largest 
single undertaking between Saudi Arabia 
and Japan, was signed by Industry and Electr- 
icity Minister Dr. Ghazi Algosaibi. chairman 
of SABIC. and Keizaburo Yamada. presi- 
dent of the Japanese consortium. The project 
is the last to be implemented by SABIC 
under the Kingdom's first phase of industrial- 
ization program in petrochemicals, iron and 
steel and fertilizers for which SABIC is 
entrusted. 

The public investments fund, a state 
agency which provides the necessary funds to 
government corporations, has already put 
SR2 1.082 billion to finance the infrastruc- 


Pakistani pilgrims to sail July 30 


ISLAMABAD. July 2 (SPA) — The 
Pakistani Religious Affairs Ministry 
announced Friday the final sailing program of 
pilgrimage for the forthcoming season saying 
the first ship carrying pilgrims will be sailing 
from Karachi to Jeddah.

The ministry said the total number of

11.000 will be travelling by sea while 
the rest will go by air, the ministry added. 


The first pilgrimage flight from Pakistan 
will take off from Karachi Aug. 20 while the 
last leaves Sept. 17.Thercwlll be 126 flights 
in all.

Sadaf. a jomt venture between SABIC and 
Pecten Arabian, a wholly owned subsidiary 
of the U.S. Shell Oil, will come onstream in 
the second half of 1 985 with an annual capac- 
ity of 256,000 tons of ethylene dischloride. 

281.000 tons of ethanol. 295.000 tons of 
styrene and 377.000 tons of caustic soda; in 
addition to 656.000 tons of ethylene. 

The SABIC-Exxon Kemya will produce 

260.000 tons annually of low-density 
polyethylene when it becomes operational by 
the beginning of 1985.

Palestinians vow to thrash Israelis 


PARIS. July 2 (Agencies) — George Hab- 
ash. leader of the Popular From for the Lib- 
eration of Palestine (PFLP). has vowed that 
Palestinian commandos would defend West 
Beirut and turn it into a tomb for the Israeli 
army if necessary. 

Dr. Habash. who heads a hardline faction 
the Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO). told French radio in an imerv'iew that 
the PLO would never take pan in negotia- 
tions with the Israelis under pressure. Only 
'A hen Israeli troops and armor now encircling 
West Beirut had > withdrawn^ would the FLO 
consider negotiations, he said. 

• We will not talk with the Americans or 
ibe Israelis, only with the Lebanese and the 
progressive forces which have h^ught w ith us. 
Vve will do what they want us to. Our preoc- 
cupation is the defense of Beirut — we w ill 
turn it into a tomb for the Israeli armed forces 
if necessary." he added. 

Dr. Habash said he felt France had an 
important r^'Ic to play in bringing about a 


settlement, and he said he felt the French 
could influence the attitude of the United 
States. 

In Damascus, a senior Palestinian leader 
said Thursday that Soviet leaders had told 
him they would put all their country's 
resources alongside the Palestinian and 
Lebanese against Israel and the United 
States. Yasser .Abed Rabbo. a PLO executive 
committee member, told a news ^inference 
he received the assurances on a visit to Mos- 
cow over the past few days. 

He said he had conferred at length with 
Soviet leaders who declared they "are putting 
all their country resources alongside the 
Palestinian and Lebanese people in the cur- 
rent battles to repulse the Israeli attackers 
and their American masters." 

He said Moscow would help foil plans 
aimed at the partition of Lebanon and establ- 
ishment of a rightist state having a military, 
security and political alliance with Israel and 
seizing as an American colony." He said 


To human rights body 

Europeans complain about Turkey 


PARIS. July 2 (Agencies) — France, Nor- 
way. Sweden. Denmark and Netherlands 
Thursday filed complaints with the European 
Commission for human rights in Strasbourg 
alleging violation of human rights, politicaf 
repression anJ tenure in Turkev, 

A statement by the French External Rela- 
tions Ministry said France was filinglts com- 
plaint because of concern over reports which 
alleged that "basic principles concerning 
human rights were not being applied in Tur- 
key." The commission must examine the 
complaints and (he produce a report to the 
committee of ministers of the 21 -nation 
Council of Europe. 

French officials said the decision to go 


ahead with their complaint was taken after 
Turkey had blocked a proposal in April to set 
up a procedure within the committee of 
ministers to gather information on human 
rights among member states. 

Danish Foreign Minister Kjeld Olesen said 
in a statement chat human rights conditions in 
Turkey had deteriorated to such an extent 
over the past year that an international 
inwestigarioD was now necessary. 

Turkish Prime Minister Bulend UIusu last 
week criticized the "peculiar attitude” of 
some states in the Council of Europe which 
were planning to file complaints against Tur- 
key.

In another development Egypt Thursday 
ruled out the possibHity of hosti^ any of the 
PLO leaders now in Beirut according to the 
official Middle East News Agency. 

Quoting what it called the most reliable 
Egyptian govenunent sources, the agency 
reiterated Egypf s readiness to let a provi- 
sional PLO govenunent-in-exiie to take 
headquarters in Cairo. The agency said the 
provisional government would be accepted in 
Egypt only after its establishment was 
announced, that meant the proposed body 
should be formed before being received . " 


Somali rebels 
claim killing 
150 soldiers 

MANAMA, July 2 (AF) — Somali dissi- 
dents claimed Thursday they “killed or 
wounded 150 government soldier^’ during 
attacks last Monday at Hargeisa, the capit^ 
of Somalia's nortbem province. 

“The Somali government has claimed the 
attacks were undertaken by Ethiopian forces, 
but this is not true,” said a telephone caller 
who said he represents the “ Somah' National 
Movement.” He said the SNM, headed by 
Youssef All Sheikh Mattar, comprises 8,000 
fighters and has been operating ^ce last 
year. 

The SNM accuses the Somali government 
of persecuting northern Somalis and of 
recently arresting all northern representa-' 
tives in government, including former Fore- 
ign Minister Omer Arteb. It has appealed to 
Arab governments to “refrain from backing 
the shaky regime in Somalia” which they say 
is “teetering on the brink of dvfl war.” 

Somalia is a member of the Arab League 
and Somali dissidents maintain offices in 
some foreign capitak. 

“There are a million nortbem Somalis in 
the Gulf area who fled during President Siad 
Barre's honeymoon with Russia in the mid 
70s,” the spokesman said. “Things have not 
improved after Barre switched camps in favor 
of the West.” 


Numeiri makes big changed 
in five regional governmen

Id a dispatch from Khartoum, the agency 
did not mention what promptedibe chan^ 
or provide any details be>CTd .canying a

Numeiri. These included the appointment of 
18 regional ministers in the south, where 
political factions were reported to barve been 
. feuding.over a. plan dividing the region into 
three districts. 

Numeiri early this year, dismissed his 
defense mim'ster and mst vice president, 
Gen. Abdul Maged Khabl after accusing him 


of inefBciency for failing to counter rii 
sparked by the revaluation of the pound a: 
-the subsequent hikes in gasoline and sug 
prices.

Mexico’ s PRI faces tough challenge in presidential elections

MEXICO CITY — 

Mexico's Institutional Revolutionary Party 
(PRI), all-powerful for more than half a century, 
faces its toughest challenge on Sunday in presiden- 
tial elections contested by seven candidates. While 
everyone expects the FRFs Miguel de la Madrid 
Hurtado to win handsomely, the performance of 
the six opposition leaders will add spice to what is 
normally a meaningless electoral exercise. 

Six years ago the current president, Jose Lopez 
PortiIlo,was the sole candidate for the job of ruling 
this oil-rich country of 70 million people. But bis 
administration, alarmed at election abstention rates 
of nearly 50 percent and stung by aiticism that 
Mexican democracy was merely a sham for one- 
party rule, decided to open up the country’s 
moribund political system. 

Tbe powerful clandestine Communist Party was 
given electoral registration along with a handful of 
other parties reflating the political spectrum from 
Trotsl^sm to cburch-liased conservatism. 

The PRI, a broad-based party representing peas- 
ants, unionized workers and the middle-classes, is 
now virtually indistinguishable from tbe stale itself 
in the minds of most Mexicans. It has won every 
presidential election with ease but even PRI offi- 
cials admit that their party’s suffocating dominance 
of the political scene has bred corruption and com- 
placency in the government at aD levels and cynic- 
ism and voter indiferTence among the populace. 

Sunday’s unprecedented choice of candidates is 
expected to halt tbe steady decline in turnout as the 


campaign has provided much greater variety and at 
least tltt appearance of a contest. 

The National Action Party (FAN) led by Pablo 
Maderb' will make most inroads among Mexican 
conservatives, worried by soaring inflation, a weak 
peso and lack of financial confidence. Madero's 
party was long tbe only true opposition to tbe PRI 
and it has claimed to have lost many congressional 
elections through fraud. 

Other parties, some of which never put forward 
presidential candidates, made up what critics cal- 
led tbe "stooge” opposition during tbe decades 
previous to the eleaoral reform. 

Summing up his view of the PRI, Madero said: 
"The government has tbe power to make tbe people 
obey... but through corruption, ineptitude and lies, 
it has lost their confidence." 


Tbe leftist challenge is led by the United Socialist 
Party (PSUM), a Communist-dominated grouping 
formed only last year in a bid to unify tbe frag- 
mented Socialist opposition. It bas concentrated on 
highlighting social injustice in this huge developing 
nation where, despite its oil wealth, 40 percent of 
tbe workforce is under or unemployed and 20 mil- 
lion people are undernourished, according to o& 
cial studies. 


The PRI has always seen hself as tbe standard- 
bearer of the ideals of tbe violent 1910 revolution 
which ended a dictatorship fovoring the land- 
owning classes. 

But PSUM candidate Ainqldo , Maitiuez Ver- 
dugo sees thiugs differently. ‘’^AU our problems 
illustrate the ne^ for a new revolution in this coun- 


try,” said Martinez, son of northern peasants and a> 
li^long Marxist. Tbe PSpM, mainly supported by 
- urban workers and intellectuals, is likely to be ham- 
pered by its lack of a rural base, according to politi- ' 
cal analysts. 

Most analysts believe tbe PRI, backedbyniassive 
resources and a compliant media, will .capture well 
over 60 percent of Sunday’s vote, follov^ by tbe 
FAN wi^ tbe PSUM in third place. About 32 mil- 
lion Mexicans are eligible to vote. - * 

Rosario ibaxia de Piedra is the only other opposi- 
tion figure to have attracted much attention — tbe 
first woman to lead a political party in this male- 
dominated Latin country. Tbe candidate of tte 
Trotskyist Worker^ Revolutionary Party (PRT), 
she has impressed political observers and the gen- 
eral public by tbe passion of her oratory and. her 
energy. 

But nobody doubts that Miguel de la Madrid, a 
47-year-oJd lawyer and financial expert, will for- 
maUy assume office in December and bis campaign 
speeches have been examined thoroughly for hints 
of Mexico's course over the next six years. De la 
Madrid bas stressed a need for greater-control over 
Mexico’s heavy foreign borrowing and financial 
analysts believe he will switch the national goals 
from high growth to controlling inflation and cut- 
ting budget deficits. 

”.We will not let our access to external credits be 
converted into a resource for exceeding budgets ” 
he said during his gruelling campai^ from 
steamy Jimgles of tbe far south to the desert pro- 
vinces bordering tbe United States. 

De la Madrid is a credit specialist and former 


budget and planning minister with little political 
experience. His nine-month campaign concen- 
trated on polishing his image as a rather bland tech- 
nocrat with a gloss of populist fervor. 

Like his p^eoessoxs, Dela Madrid has vowed to 
stamp out cbmiptioD — described as tbe "cancer” 
of Mexico my outgoing President Lopez Portillo. 
Known for bis relativety austere Uf^le, De la 
Madrid' bas "called for a government -led 
canraaiu of "moral renovation” to end tlie 
graft which touches every facet of Mexican life. 

^ He has said be will foPow his predecessor’s liberal 
line in-foreign policy, opposing intervention in ^ 
domestic affairs of suchturbulent coiratries as £1 
Salvador and Guatemala. 

Lopez PortiUo frequently criticized tbe United 
States for hs role in Central America and tbe *«nie 
is expected of De ia Madrid who bolds a masters 
degi^ from Harvard., 

Diplomats said tbe overall close relations bet- 
ween tbe two neighbors, dictated maixdy by Mex>-.

NEW DELHI — 

Prime Minister Indira Gandhi has made a con- 
troversial choice in selecting tbe Sikh former home 
minister. Zail Singh, to become the next president 
of India. Singh, 66, is assured of victory in the 
presideatial election on Jidy 1 2 because Mrs. Gan- 
dhTs ruling Congress (T) Party has a majority in the 
electoral coUege of legislators which will elen the 
presidenL 

Although the presidency is largely a ceremonial 
post, it can become crucial in times of political crisis 
such as that which occurred before Mrs. Gandhi was 
returned to power in 1 980. 

FoUowiag tbe resignation of the Janata govem- 
menL the incumbent president. Sanjiva Reddy, cal- 
led on opposition leader Cbaran Singh to form a 
caretaker government — a move which many 
opposition figures felt helped Mrs. Gandhi to divide 
their ranks and defeat them. 

It is for this reason that the opposition has criti- 
cized Mrs. Gandhfs seieaion of Singh, one of her 
most ardent and loyal supporters, instead of a con- 
sensus candidate acceptable to the whole country. 

Commenting on Singh's nomination, the Indian 
Express newspaper said: "Gearly, Mr. Zail Singh’s 
main qualification would appear to be his total and 
simple loyalty to the prime minister.” The paper 


maintained that the president's loyalty should be to 
the constitution and the law of the cqiintiy and not 
to any individual. 

Other newspapers greeted Singh's selection on 
the grounds that he would be the fi^ Sikh — one of 
India's minority communities — to be prerident in 
tile 35 years rince independence. Bom in amud hut, 
ZaS Singh has had a long and hard political career, 
being imprisoned by the British in pre- 
independence days. 

Later he was chief minister in northern Punjab 
state where most Sikhs live and where the bearded, 
turbanned fanners have produced India’s best 
agricultural results. 

A martial, religous minority, tbe Sikhs sport 
unshorn hair beneath their turbans, do not smoke, 
and carry knives or short swords as decreed by their- 
religion, which has its roots in Hinduism. 

In recent months there has been savage infighting 
between extremist Sikh groups and between Win, 
dus and Sikhs over campaigns for a separate Siirh 
homeland in northern India. Some observers say 
Mrs, Gandhi may have selected a Sikh for India's 
highest office in a move to help keep Sikh extrem- 
ism in check. 

Singh told reporters he was happy and humble at 
being nominated by Mrs. Gandhf s party but India’s 
main newsmagaone, In^ Todory, wondered how 


he would shape up in the splendor of tbe Rash- 
trapati Bhavan official re^ence. 

”Za3 Singh is at his best in an earthy environ- 
ment, tossing political banter around with his 
cronies. Exchanging diplomatic niceties with visit- 
mg heads of state and makiog show-the-flag'forays 
into fored^ dimes b definitely not his cup of tea,” 
tbe magazine said. 

The ma g az in e said Singh's “earthy exuberance 
and often bumbling bonhomie” had often embar- 
rassed colleagues. It gave as an example his^ulat- 
oxy speed! about Hitler on one occasion in paifia- 
ment here. 

At Rashtrapati Bhavan, Singh will preside over 
Ottering functions in the Duezar Had in a building 
which two-and-a-half Vms of corridors, 340 
rooms, 37 salons, two cinemas, a golf course 
400 acres (162 hectares) of gardens. 

“Ifs a long way from ZaiTs mud but,” one 
observer said. 

The main. oppositioD nominee for preddent was 
to have been Hxrendra Nath Mukherjee, a- Com- 
munist mteUectual and veteran pariiamentarian. 
But the opposition has now switched to a common 
candidate in Hans Raj Khanna, a 70-year-old 
former supreme court judge who, in ajudgmentT 
opposed tough, detention measures introduce dur- 
ing Mrs.- Gandhfs 1975 emeigenty rule.

MANILA (Dept hnews) — The continuing 
global economic recession will mean that T^^'o 
to three million more children, a large 
number of whom ill be Asians and Africans, 
will die in the JVSOs than originally esti- 
mated. 

According to UNICEF Director James..., 
Gram, only 17 million children were origi- 
nally estimated to die annual!) in the next ten 
years as a result of hunger and disease. Com- 
puted every three days, this would equal the 
number ofdeaths from the Hiroshima bomb- 
ing of World War II. 

The hardest hit regions will be Africa and 
Asia which are expected to account for 75 
percent of these deaths. This is especiaUy true 
for Indonesia. Bangladesh. India and Pakis- 
tan which today rank as among the top coun- 
tries in the world with the highest infants 
deaths. 

Grant told Depihnews that some S!*1 bil- 
lion are needed annually in order to save 
some of these children. E'.en with just less 
than $ 1 00 spent on each of these children and 
their mothers will give them improved diets, 
elementary education, basic health care, 
safer sanitation and more water. 

Prospects for raising such an amount, how- 
ever, are bleak, especially with the slowdown 
in the world economy development. 

In 1 965, when the United Nations first cal- 
led upon donor countries to increase the level 
of their aid to 0.7 percent of their total pro- 


duction, the actual level stood at 0.49 per- 
cent. Today, the average level stands at 0.37 
percent of total production. 

Although there has been a steady 
improvement in the state of the world* s chil- 
dren in the last 35 years, the rate is slowing 
down. The infant mortality rate, w hich fell by 
a steady four or five points a year in the 
1960s, has scarcely shifted in the past five 
years. 

Th-fact, it is rising in some countries like 
Haiti and South Asia. Grant said that 1981 
has been characterized as the "year of the 
silent emergency.”- A child died every two 
seconds, or 40,Ck)0 daily. 

Some 100 million children went to sleep 
hungry at night; ten million children were 
quietly becoming disabled in mind or body: 
and 200 million 6-1 l-year-old$ were quietly 
watching other children go to school. For 
1982, the prospects are more grim. Of the 
125 million that will be bom. 17 million will 
be dead before they reach their fifth birthday. 

Today, the developing world's infant mor- 
tality rate is still ten times higher than in the 
industrialized countries. Life expectancy of 
its population is 15 years less than that of the 
rich and a third of its school-age children are 
not studying. 

.Although birth rates have fallen through- 
out the world, still 40 percent of the world's 
people are under 15 years old and are about 
to enter the child-bearing age. It is at this time 
that the ratio of young to old — of providers 
to dependents — is at its highest. 


In Germany or the Soviet Union, there are 
two persons working for every one who is too 
young or too old to work. But in Bangladesh, 
Mexico or Nigeria, the ratio is one to one. 

Grant said that the world is at a cruciai 
stage where it has to ensure that the future 
generations will be healthy and productive 
ones. "Goverornents must pay inciea^ 
attention to children in order to minimize 
human suffering in the future,” he said. 

Aside from increasing the financial 
resources for children, he said that the use of 
each doUar must be maximized. This could be 
done, for example, through the use of more 
para-professionals to meet the basic health 
needs of the poor. 

Past experience suggests that an army of 
para-professional development workers — 
backed by more specialized government ser- 
vices — is probably the only way for the 

"To train, equip and install a fully qualified 
medical doctor in every Third World com- 
munity (even if such doctors were prepared 
10 serve there, which the majority are not), is 
an impossibility for the foreseeable future,” 
he said. 

He stressed the need for people's participa- 
tion in ensuring that the conditions of chil- 
dren and the woilcf s poor will be alleviated. 
” Indeed, without the organized partidpation 
of the poor, no community development pro- 
ject has more than the dimmest hope of last- 
ing success.”

Dear Dr. Steiacrohn: A sister of a friend of nune has a youngster wbo 
has pbenyDcetoniiria (PKU). They have discovered it early in the 
child's life. 

The little girl is on a special diet. This is supposed to prevent 
complications as she grows older. 

Will you explain what causes this disease. How serious b it? Bow 
does the diet work? — Mrs. F. 

bear Mrs. F.: Fortunately, it was diagnosed early. PKU is an 
inherited metaholk; disorder. Irvfants with this condition do trot have 
the necessary enzyme found in the liver to metabolize an important 
amino acid called phenylalanine. Although this is found in most 
foods, jt occurs in especially large amounts in high protein foods: 
eggs, milk and cheese. 

If too much phenylalanine enters the blood stream, it may affect 
the brain, causing mental retardation. There may be behavior distur- 
bances. physical abnormalities and interference with normal motor 
activity. Therefore, in treatment, these infants need to be put on diets 
low in phenylalanine. If kept on such diets, it will enable them to grow 
normally and have good intellectual development. 

In infancy, it should be suspected If the child has such symptoms as 
irritability, convulsive seizures, nausea and vomiting. The special diet 
low in phenylalanine should be supplemented by fruits, vegetables 
and low-protein cereals. Vitamins and minerals are added.

In Ptfdadrirs, Dr. Peter P. Lamy writes, in treating the elderly, 
"Drug use must be approached with great care and a degree of 
sophistication on the part of both physician and patient, to insure that 
the treatment does not decrease the patient’s mental, physkai or 
nutritional status — and that the patient's quality of Ufo is not 
unnecessarily diminished. 

"Diuretics probably cause the largest number of side effects 
encountered among older adults, but antihypertensives antiparkin- 
sonian drugs, psychotropics and digoxin pose the greatest risk to an 
elderly patient in teims of toxicity.” 

Review your father's medication with his doctor. Mrs. U. Perhaps, 
he will be one of the fortunate ones whose mental and physical 
conditions clear up after proper drug management.

Eyewitness may 
have 2 memories 

LONDON (LPS): — New psychological 
research has shown that people who witness 
an accident, crime or other event have two 
memories. 

This claim, made by two scientists at the 
U.K. Medical Research CoundTs applied 
psychology unit in Cambridge, counters cur- 
rent thinking that the memory of an eyewit- 
ness can be distorted and actually changed 
being fed subsequent false information. 

Experimental work in the United States 
has suggested eyewitnesses can unwittingly 
introduce distortion into their testimony as a 
result of initial questkming after the event, or 
reading a newspaper report of it. In this way 
the memory can be changed and no amount 
of questioning can get at the truth. 

llie two Cambridge researchers. Dr. 
Debra Bekeiian and John Bowers, say that 
on the basis of these findings some p^holog- 
ists have concluded that tte exposure to new 
information causes the originally witnessed 
details to be lost frtKn the memory. 

Dr. Bekerian adds: "If this theory is true, 
the prospects are bleak. This would mean 
that if eyewitnesses did Incorporate felse 
information into memory, they would never 
be able to give accurate testimonies. 

"However, our research paints a different 
piaure. We have no evidence that suggests 
memories are lost once new information is 
given. Our work has shown that witnesses 
have two memories, one for the original 
event and another, later memory which 
incorporates some of the original together 
with any new information. 'The wifoesses can 
believe the second memorj^is tbe^e one."

There are SO study rooms, a Ubiary, an 
information room, a language laboratory' and 
audiovisual equipment. The students also 
have the choice between 25 sports sections. 
Since 1973, girls as well as boys have been 
allowed to take the entrance exam and girls 
now total one-third of the college's pupils. 

HEC is a college open to ail mt^ero trends, 
through the teaching of languages, the impor- 
tant place given to foreign afifeirs in the cur- 
riculum and through the training courses car- 
ried out. By the of their second year, the 
students must have completed a course 
abroad of six to ten weeks. During their third 
year, they must choose a 12-week course 
abroad, which could be an export study for an 
oil company in Nairobi or a study for the 
implantation of a French company in Spain. 

Since 1973, with the setting up of the 
International Management Program, HEC 
bolds exchange agreements with ten Euro- 
pean universities or business colleges or those 
in Canada, the United States and Brazil. 
Each year, more than 30 students can spend 
their third year of studies in two different 
countries, while an equivalent numbet of 
foreign students spend their third year at the 
HEC. 

One hundred years after its foundation, it 
seems that the ooliepe' s vocation is still com- 
pletely contained in its motto "Learn to 
dare”. 


PARIS (RFI) — France's top college for 
the training of managing directors and lead- 
ers of industry, the l^le des Hautes Etudes 
Conunerciales (HEC) is 100 years old. And, 
looking at the careers of some 20,000 
" graduates” from the college who have made 
good in the world of business, banking, com- 
merce and industry during the century, we 
may well say that the school has accomp- 
lished its mission'. 

By the turn of the century, the coDege had 
matte its mark as a great national school: its 
diploma was recognized by the state in 1 890, 
and, in 1920, the entrance examination was 
replaced by a competitive exam. But it was in 
IS^O that the HEC made its great leap for- 
ward, as the business world became aware of 
the essential rules for managing any commer- 
cial undertaking. Since that date, the teaching 
of the college ha's.been entirely organized and 
coordinated to focus on the business firm. 

' The students are trained in making their 
own decisions by a program of study which is 
above all practical and aimed at the opera- 
tional aspect by the end of their first year, the 
students have to have obtained an opera- 
tional or commercial experience lasting one 
to ^tee months so tlmt they can get used to 
production and selling "on the job”. 

The HEC, founded in l881.Jjy the 
Chamber of Commerce in Paris, was trans- 
fened to Jouy ea Josas, near Versailies, in 
1964, and this move has helped to reinforce 
the spirit of comradeship and teamwork. The.

LONDON. July 2 (R.) — A new threat by 
Guatemala to press its claim to Belize is being 
studied by the British government which still 
has some! .500 troops in the former colony, a 
Foreign Office spokesman said. 

The spokesman said Thursday London 
noted with interest reports that Guatemala's 
new mili tary nresident. Gen. Efirain Rios 
Montt. had declared he would not recognize 
Belize's independence. Gen. Rios Montt said 
in Guatemala City Wednesday that his coun- 
try would resume fi'eedom of action to find a 
way to satisfy its rights over Belize within the 
boundaries of iptemational law. 

British officials said the declaration did not 
appear to represent a shift in the Guatemalan 
position. Guatemala had continued to main- 
tain its long-standing claim to Belize despite 
its independence Britain last &p- 

tember. the officials said. They speculated 
that Gen. Rios Montt might have renewed 
the claim for internal political reasons on the 
eve of a new offensive against left-wing guer- 
rillas. 

The Foreign Office spokesman said that in 
the event of an outside attack on Belize. Bri- 
t^ was committed to consulting Caribbean 
countries and Canada in what action to take. 
Britain had also undertaken fo maintain its 
garrison in Belize as a guarantee of its inde- 
pendence. 

The British troops are backed by air force 
Harriers and Rapier missiles, both used dur- 
ing the British recapmre of the Falkland 
tsluds. Britain and .Guatemala reached an 
interim agreement in March last year that

.recognition of Belizean independence.

SAN DIEGO. July 2 (R) — About ISO 
denlonstrators chanted outside a San Diego 
court when the first American to be accused 
of fafling to register for military conscription 
since the '^etnam war appeared in court.

A week later 
he replaced the country's 324 elected mayors 
with his own appointees. On Tuesday, he 
ordered that all official communiques be 
issued by the president's public relations

According to anny officials, anti-guerrilla 
sweeps win be conducted in different parts of 
the countiy . notably in the west and the north 
where the insurgency is most active. 

According to a government decree, guer- 
rilla action has recently been stepped up fol- 
lowing the end of a 30-day amne^ offer to 
the guerrillas.

protest arrest 
of colleagues 

ROME, July 2 (R) — Thousands of Italian 
police boycotted ceremo'iiies to mark 
Datiooal police day in protest against the' 
arrest of ^ colleagues from an anti- terrorist 
squad who are charged' with torture. 

Scores of police in tte capital, representing 
an ranks, shunned the ofiidal ceremony 
Thursday and went instead to the city church 
of San Vhale to celebrate a mass in memory 
of the victims of 10 years of urban gueniQa 
warfore. 

They then drafted a lener of protest at 
police headquarters about the arrest of five 
members of the anti-terrorist squad which 
rescued U.S. Brig. Gen. James Dozier from 
the Red Brigades last January. 

Padua magistrates ordered the arrests last 
Tuesday and charged the five men with the 
torture and illegal treatment of unnamed 
urban guerrilla suspects. 

At Latina, south of Rome, 500 policemen 
boycotted the police day ceremony and at 
Rieti, to the northeast, a police federation 
statement complained at “the levity with 
which charges have been brought against 
police on tte testhnopy of terrorists.'' 

Tbe magistrates* decision to prosecute 
members of tbe police squad known as the 
Central Operative Nucleus of Security, or 
leatberbeads because of masks they wear in 
action, has demoralized the police force. 

Justice officials in Padua could not say 
when the five arrested men, and two other 
officials charged in Rome, would stand trial. 


HARARE. July 2 (R) — Portuguese 
Prime Minister Francisco Pinto Balsemao 
conferred with Zimbabwe Prime Minister 
Robert Mugabe Thursday on a flying visit 
aimed at es tablishin g a tksis for economic 
cooperation between their countries. Offi- 
cials from both sides said the talks in tbe 
Zimbabwe cabinet room appeared to have 
got off to a promising start. 

Teams of ministers and officials were kept 
waiting for half an hour whDe the rightist 
visitor and his Socialist host chatted in pri- 
vate. Only a few minutes had been scheduled 
for that initial meeting, from which both men 
emerged smiling. 

Few concrete results in the way of contracts 
and agreements were expect^ from tbe 
4S-hour stay. The first visit by a Portuguese 
prime minister to the fonner British colony of 


Rhodesia was seen mainly as a move t< *ward a 
new friendship. 

Zimbabwe already gets development assis- 
tance from well-established partners in the 
industrialized world and the Socialist bloc. 
But it has an almost insatiable appetite for 
skills to maintain its pride of plara as the 
industrial heart of black Southern Africa. 

Portugal was closely associated with 
Rhodesia through its neighboring colony in 
Mozambique and thus earned tbe enmity of 
many black nationalists now running inde- 
pendent Zimbabwe. But it is also recognized 
here that the Portuguese revolution hastened 
the downfall of Rhodesia's white rulers. 

“We have our policy here of national 
reconciliation and we an. willing to let 
bygones be bygones." said one government 
official. 


Sanity difficult to prove — Reagan 


L05 ANGELES. July 2 (AP) — U.S. Pres- 
ident Ronald Reagan, declaring that i^s hard 
enough to prove that one’s own friends are 
sane, suggested that prosecutors should not 
have to bear that burden of proof wrhen con- 
fronted with an insanity defense. 

Apparently referring to tbe acquittal by 
reason of insanity of the man who shot him 
last year. John W. Hinckley Jr.. Reagan said: 
“The thing that has also caused a lot of critic- 
ism is the fact that the ruling placed on tbe 
back of the prosecution the need to prove 
that someone was sane rather than the other 
way of proving that he was insane. 

“And, you know, if you start thinking 
about even a lot of your friends, you would 
have to say. “gee, if I had to prove they were 
sane. I would have a bard job.' ’’ 

Reagan made the remark Thursday in 
response to a question at a session with 


editors and broadcasters from western U.S. 
states. At first he said he wanted to “dissoci- 
ate the question from the recent decision and 
the recent trial” of Hinckley. 

That concroversia] decision led to calls for 
reform of the insanity defense, particularly 
the requirement in some juris^ctions — 
including the District of Columbia, where 
Hinckley was tried — that the prosecution 
prove the defendant’s sanity. 

Reagan said “a number of people in the 
legal profession and in the Justice Depart- 
ment are looking into what could be done to 
change this, perhaps from not guilty by 
reason of insanity, to guilty but insane and 
then settle on a proper course following 
that." 

Several U.S. states permit a “guilty but 
insane" verdict in which the question of 
insanity helps determine tbe sentence.

WASHINGTON, July 2 (R) — The World 
Bank has approved a fundamental change in 
the way it totrows money and lends it to 
developing countries. 

The bank intends to borrow money in tbe 
massive short-term market in the United 
States, opening up a huge pool of funds for 
the agency to use in its increasingly demand- 
ing role of coping with the worldwide 
economic malaise. 

At the same time, the bank’s executive 
board said it would help member countries by 
adopting a system of variable rates in which 
the inierest h charges on loans would change 
every six months during tbe duratfod of the 
loan. 

The move represents a major chanee in tbe 
World Bank s^em of only boirov^g and 
lending at fixed rates. Under current market 
conditions, the bank has been handicapped 
because high, and often volatile, rates have 
dried up many long-term sources of funds, 
monetary spokesmen said.

Surprise, surprise! The much maligned 
Italians, written off by some of tbeir own

My most lasting memory of this Italian 
tapestry was the skill demonstrated in tight 
situations around the penalty area by Bruno 
Conti, who kept his “cool” brilliantly to 
orchestrate the second goal for Cabrini. 
There are not many other players in this 
Worid Cup with the calm of Conti. 

1 am not among those who are dfluting tbe 
value of Italy’s success by condemning tiiem 
for “trying to kick Argentina off the park” 
and “murdering Mara&na’s talent by ruth- 
less marking and brutal tackling.” 

It was tough certainly — on both sides — 
but 1 thought the Romanian referee Rainea 
eventually achieved control of a difficult situ- 
ation, and I have seen much “bioodiei” con- 
flicts. He was totally justified in giving tbe red 
card to Argentina’s Gallego for kicking an 
Italian after the ball had passed. 

Maradona? The young man enthroned 
long before the tournament started as the 
“Kmg of the World Cup” is still having diffi- 


culty maintaining such an unenviable status. 

Gaudio Gentile shadowed Maradona as 
the^ media seem to follow him off Che.fif'ia..

MADRID. July 2 (R) — Lots may have to 
^wn to determine Worid Cup semi- 
■ Bnafiji ts if teazhs finish exactly equal at the end 
of tbe second ro und, the International Foot- 
ball Federation (FIFA) confirmed Friday. 

FIFA issued a written statement clari^dng 
its World Cup regulations after confusion and 
controvert here over what happens if teams 
finish equ^ in their groups after tbe second 
phase. 

FIFA said first round placings. but not 
points or goals, would be taken into account if 
teams findsh exactly equal in tbe second 
round. Tins means, for example, that if Eng- 
land, West Germany and Spain were to fini^ 
equal on points and have the same number of 
goals for and against, Spain would drop out 
because they finished second in their first 
round group. 

Eng^d and West Germany, who topped 
their first round groups, would have to draw 
lots for a place in the last tour. 

Pn gland manager Ron Greenwood said he 
had assumed England would go through 
rather than West Germany because they bad 
more points and a better goal average in tbe 
first round. But he said he accepted FIFA's 
regulations and would not have changed his 
tactics against Wert Germany on Tuesday — 
wben tbe teams played a goalless draw — bad 
he realized England had no first round advan- 
tage over the Germans. 

Article 26 paragraph four of FIFA’s Worid' 
Cup regulations says: “If the goal difference 
of two or more teams is equal, tbe team hav- 
ing scored more goak shall be declared group 
w^er. If the teams involved have scored the 
«ime number of goals the team having bad a 
better classification in its group at the end of 
the matches of the first round will be qi^- 
iSed. If this procedure does not determine 


the teams to qualify it shall be determined by 
lot which team shall be the winner of each 
group.” 

FIFA also said that if the final in Madrid on 
Sunday July 11 is drawn and 30 minutest 
extra-time also fail to produce a result, the 
match will be replayed the following Tues- 
day. 


Penalties decide the replay which will 
also be staged in Madrid (kickoff 1 800 GMT) 
if after 90 minutes’ norma] time and half an 
hour's extra-time there is still deadlock. 

The semifinals on July 8 and tbe third- 
place playoff on July 1 0 will be decided first 
by extra-time in the event of a draw and then 
penalties if tbe scores remain level.

Hundreds cheer him 


rl Lankan hijacker set free 


COLOMBO. Sri Lanka, July 2 (AP) — A 
Sri Lankan man who hijacked an Alitalia 
jumho jet remained free Friday as the gov- 
ernment continued to honor an agreement 
under which he released the plane and its 
passengers in Bangkok. 

Sepala Ekanayaka. 33. was under govern- 
ment serveillanee at the downtown Intercon- 
tinental luxury hotel where he spent Thurs- 
day night with his Italian wife and son. 
Ekanayaka remained free amidst speculation 
that he would be arrested. 

One of the first thin^ Ekanayaka did Fri- 
day morning was to visit the Colombo branch 
of the Indo-Suez bank across the street from 
the hotel. He was paid S300.000 for the 
release of the hostages and gjven safe passage 


to Sri Lanka. 

Custom officers said Ekanayaka had 
S297.700 when he arrived in Colombo on 
Thursday aboard a commerdai flight from 
Thailand after releasing the last of his hos- 
tages. 

Before Ekanayaka arrived. Colombo 
police officials had said he would be arrested 
because Sri Lwka. which piarticipates in 
international anti-hijacking agreements, 
couid not become a haven for terrorists. 

The police confiscated Ekanayaka’s pass- 
port and favored arresting hini. but tfaey 
appeared to have been overawed because of 
the assurances of safety given the hijacker by 
the Sri Lankan Ambas^or in Bangkok Miss 
Manel Abeyesekera. The government

iner hoodwinked 


BANGKOK. July 2 (Agencies) — Sepala 
Ekanayaka. the Sri Lankan hijacker, 
hoodwinked officials in Bangkok into let- 
ting him go home with a S300.000 ransom 
after spending 32 hours threatening to blow 
up an Italian airliner with fake explosives. 

The three sticks of dynamite the hijacker 
had strapped to his chest turned out to be 
empty lubes. Thailand's communications 
minister. Adm. Amorn Siyaka. said Friday. 
Ekanayaka seized the Alitalia Boeing 747 
on a flight from Rome to Tokyo, saying he 
had sufficient explosives to blow up the 
plane with 261 persons aboard. 

Ekanavaka's exploit is believed to be the 
first time for, more than 1 0 years that a 
hijacker holding a plane strictly for cash has 
escaped with his loot. In November 1971, 
American D. B. Cooper baled out of a 
Northwest Airlines Boeing 727 over 
Washington state with a S200.000 ransom 
handed over in Seattle. Neither he nor the 
money was seen again. Five other Ameri- 
cans parachuted in slipstream over the next 
seven months with more than S1.5 million. 
But they were all recaptured. 

Adm. Amorn said Alitalia agreed to pay 
the $300,000 ransom in exchange for tbe 
hostages. But he had been informed that the 
^irline intended to sue Ekanayaka for 


extortion. In Rome, an Alitalia spokesman 
said he knew nothing about the ransom 
agreement. A customs official at Colombo 
airport said he was told the money was paid 
by the Italian government, not the airline. 

Ekanayaka reportedly told the Colombo 
customs officer that his quartel was with the 
Italian government. Apparently 
Ekanayaka had been refused a visa by the 
Italian authorities to enter that country, 
where his wife and son were living. He said 
this was why he decided to hijack the plane, 
and insisted that the ransom money should 
be paid by the Italian government, not by 
Alitalia. 

Ekanayaka also reported to have told the 
customs that the explosive devices he bad 
strapped to him were in eight plastic bat- 
teries taken on board by his accomplices, 
and that they were assembled on board the 
aircrafl. He said that the hijack had been 
planned over a period of two months. 

Adm. Amorn said the release of the last 
group of more than 100 hostages was 
delayed for several hours because *fhailand 
had been trying to avoid granting safe con- 
duct to the Sri Lankan. 

Adtn. Amorn said the hijacker had repe- 
ated his threat to blow up the plane during 
the 32 hours of negotiations.

Spain fears left poll victory 


MADRID. July 2 (AFP) — The Spanish 
parliament adjourned for the holidays Wed- 
nesday in a climate of unease over the future 
of Spain's fledgling democracy amid reports 
of military unrest the growing prospect of a 
left-wing victory in upcoming elections. 

The end of the parliamentary session unof- 
ficially marked the start of campaigning for 
the legislative elections officially set for 
March, but which some observers believe 
may be held before the end of this year. 

There is speculation that parliament will be 
dissolved as soon as it resumes after the vaca- 
tion and that elections could be held on Nov. 
14. Prime Minister Leopoldo Calvo Sotelo 
will not be unable to maintain the cohesion of 
his Union of the Democratic Center (UCD) 
Party for much longer, political observers 
agreed. 

The UCD's overwhelming defeat by the 
Socialists in the May 2 1 regional elections in 
Andalusia, where it won only 1 3 percent of 
votes, has led to deep divisions among the 
party's Christian Democrats. Liberab and 
Suarists (supporters of former prime minister 
Adolfo Suarez). The Socialist Workers’ Party 


(PSOE) won 52.6 percent of votes in the 
elections to the Andalusian regional parlia- 
ment. 

According to opinion polls, the Socialists 
will van the next general election with tiie 
centrists obtaining only between five and 1 5 
percent of votes. To prevent this happening, 
tbe Christian Democratic faction of the UCD 
wants to form an alliance with tbe right-wing 
Popular Alliance (AP). whereas the Suarists 
advocate a return to "genuine centralism’'. 

Faced with the dirintegration of the ruling 
party, the secretary-general of the PSOE 
Felipe Gonzalez 'Thur^ay called for immedi- 
ate elections to achieve a "majority for 
change." 

But the prospect of a Socialist victory, tbe 
power vacuum caused by the crisis within tbe 
UCD and mflitaiy discontent over the 30- 
year sentences handed down recently to 
leaders of the 19S1 February attempted 
putsch, are being deftly exploited by array 
right wingers. 

According to reUable sources, a group of 
coloneb has set up a committee of ooordina- 
tion to demand the formation a "junta of 
public salvation" to run the country. 


S. Pole records lowest temperature 


WASHINGTON. July 2 (LAT) — U.S. 
scientists at the South Pole have 
reported the lowest temperature ever 
recorded at the pole — minus 117 degrees 
Fahrenheit, according to the National Sci- 
ence Foundation. 

The temperature was recorded at the 
Amundsen-Scott South Pole station on June 
23. two days after the 18 persons at the sta- 
tion celebrated the be ginning of tbe Antarctic 
winter. The previous record low was minus 
113 degrees, set in 1965. Scientists began 
recording South Pole temperatures when the 
station was opened in 1958. 

The temperature for the South Pole did not 
set a record for the Antarctic continent as a 
whole, iliat record is minus 127 degrees, set 
in 1969 at the Soviet Antarctic station of 
Vostok. according to Ralph Kazarian of tbe 
National Science Foundation. 


Those who spend the winter at the South 
Pole use five buildings that are heated to a 
comfortable plus-65 degrees FahreoheiL 
Three of the buildings are constructed under 
a SO-foot high geodesic dome, now mostly 
covered by snow, which provides protection 
from the strong winds in tbe polar region. 

Of the 18 persons now at tbe South Pole 
station, seven are scientists, including a visit- 
ing Soviet, and 11 are support personnel, 
including a physician. Two are women, one a 
scientist' and the other a cook. 

When ihe temperature drops below minus 
100. Kazarian said, one of the favorite pas- 
times of South Pole residents is to take a 
200-degree sauna, run unclothed to the 
South Pole (about 100 yards from their quar- 
ters). take a flash photograph of themselves 
and run back before freezing. These hearty 
runners are then given membership in the 
“300 club” 


U.S. committed to defend S. Korea 


WASHINGTON, July 2 (AFP) — The 
Reagan administration said it remained for- 
mally committed to the security of South 
Korea and to the maintenance of peace and 
stability on the peninsula. . 

In a statement issued following talks here 
between outgoing Secretary of State Alexan- 
der Haig and South Korean Foreign Minister 
Lee Bum Suk, the State Department said 
there was a “high degree of understanding" 
between the two governments. 

Lee left Washington Friday for Japan, after 
a six-day visit at the invitation of Haig. 

The Slate Department said that Haig and 
Foreign Minister Lee exchanged views on the 
situation in East Asia and the Pacific, in 
which “both countries are vitally interested 
and where South Korea is playing an increas- 


ingly prominent role". 

Haig, the State Depanment added, also 
pledged continued U.S. support for South 
Korean efforts to open a dialogue with North 
Korea. 

The meeting between Lee and senior U.S. 
officials "took place in an atmosphere of 
warmth and friendship, reflecting tbe excel- 
lent state of relations" tetween the two coun- 
tries. 

Mass marriage in U.S. 

NEW YORK. July 2 (AFP) — Sun Yung 
Moon, head of tbe internationally notorious 
Moonie sect, united 2.075 couples in a mass 
marriage celebrated here. Moonie officials 
descril^ it as the biggest wedding ceremony 
in the history of mankind. 


apparently hoped for an extradition request 
from either Thailand or Italy, whose embassy 
in Bangkok paid the $300,000. 

Ekanayaka was cheered by several 
hundred airport spectators when be. bis wife 
and child stepped from the Air Lanka jet that 
brought them from Thailand Thursday night. 

Comments at the airport indicat^ sym- 
pathy for an underdog from a poor country 
who. with the dice loaded against him. had 
managed to pull ofr*'sometlting big.** There 
also appeared to be sympathy for Ekanayaka 
in his struggle to regain custody of the 3 
1 -2-year-old son after his estranged wife 
reporiedly took the boy to Italy against his 
wishes. 

Ekanayaka. who earlier said he w*anted to 
sleep for two days. left his hotel alone at 
mid-moming. walking across the street to 
deposit his money at tbe Indo-Suez Bank. 
The bank, however, reftised to accept tiie 
money because. Ekanayaka told reporters, 
he had no .identification papers. 

One bank official said &ey would treat the 
hijacker as a normal customer if all his papers 
were in order, but another said the bank 
“isn't interested in that kind of money." 

Ekanayaka said be wanted to share the 
money with his "accomplices" in the hijack- 
ing. He ciaimed there were six persons on the 
Alitalia jet ready to aid him, but they were 
never identified. 

Flanked by police and followed by a cheer- 
ing crowd. EL jayaka then walked to the 
Bank of Ceylon. It was not immediately clear 
whether tbe bank took his money. 

Meanwhile, Inspector General of Police 
Rudra Rajasingham said authorities plaoned 
to question Ekanayaka on alleged drug- 
trafficking activities. But he said Ekanayaka 
had committed no offense in Sri Lanka as for 
as the hijacking was concerned. 

Shuttle crew 
to encounter 
space garbage 

CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida. July 2 
(Agencies) — The U.S. space shuttle was 
passing within 20 kms of a spent Soviet roc- 
ket, but the close encounter posed no danger 
to CoUtmUan space agency officials said 
Thursday. 

"Tbe best estimate we have is that tbe clos- 
est approach wiU be 20 kilometers about an 
hour after the astronauts awaken,** said 
NASA spokesman Brian Welch in Houston. 
That would put the time at about 0640 GMT. 

Welch said the "space garbage" had been 
identified as the upper stage of a Soviet Inter- 
cosmos 14 rockets. '*It's one of about 10,000 
pieces of garbage floating in space, mcluding 
U.S., Soviet. French and Indian hardware," 
Welch said. "NASA's been warning for years 
that eventually it's going to be a real problem 
up there." 

Welch said the calculations about the 
encounter were made more than five boure in 
advance by the North American Air Defease 
Command. Had the prediction been that the 
garbage might hit CoIumUa, he said, "we 
simply would have given the order to frre an 
engine and change orbit up or down a mile." 

Welch said astronauts Ken Mattingly and 
Henry Hartsfield probably would be abfe to 
see the object and certainly would photo- 
graph it. 

According to Aviation Week and Space 
Technology magazine, the Soviet satellUe was 
launched into an 1.060-mile by 214-miIe 
orbit and was designed to study low- 
frequency electromagnetic fluctuation in the 
earth's magnetosphere and the imeosity of 
micrometeorite activity. 

Having solved the problem of sticking 
cargo doors, the astronauts were also set Fri- 
day to measure the effects on its surroundings 
of gases given off by the orbiting space shut- 
tle. The 18-meter-lung payload ba^ doors of 
Cobanbia became warped in the harsh cold of 
space during the first three days of tbe mis- 
sion and failed to close during a test on Wed- 
nesday. as they must before the spacecraft 
can return to earth. 

Flight director Chuck Lewis said all orbiter 
systems were operating well on this fourth 
and final test flight of the world's first reus- 
able spacecraft. He said astronauts Mattingly 
and Hartsfield were in good health and their 
only complaints were of insufficient exercise 
and of meal-time interruptions from ground 
controllers during the first half of their, 
seven-day mission. — 

Meanwhile, CAoUengirr, America's newest 
space shuttle, arrived at Edwards Air Force 
Base mounted on a yellow truck nailer 
Thursday after a 61-km trip. 

ChaOengtr, surrounded by its convoy 
which included green military fire units, 
slowly crossed the edge of the dry lakebed at 
Edwards and proceeded directly to a large 
red-and-gray steel framework called the 
“mate-demate device." 'The unit includes a 
giant crane that will lift the 75-ion ship 
into the air. A humpbacked Boeing 747 jet 
will be slid beneath it and CAolZe/iger bolted 
to the plane's back.

With so many dead 


Soldiers, civilians share Beirut grave 


BEIRUT, July 2 (AP) — Ashraf Muham- 
mad Akkar, a 9-year-old Palestinian boy and 
Muhammed Ahmad Bakro, a Syrian soldier, 
are buried in tbe same common grave along 
with 13 other civilians and commandos killed 
during IsraeFs invasion of Lebanon. 

"i have been here 12 years and 1 have 
never seen so many dead." said Abu Tayeb, 
32-year-oId caretaker of tbe "Manors 
Cemetery" near the Sabra Palestiman 
reftigee camp in west Beirut on Thursday. 

Thumbing through .the r<rai^ ifo keeps in 
a small brown datebook, Abu Tayeb counted 
250 burials since Israels invasioD began June 
6. Nearly aD. be said, were civiHan;Victims of 
Israeli shelling or fighters wbo fell m battle 
near Beirut. 

Two freshly dug graves in the reddish- 
brown earth awaited new arrivals but Abu 
Tayeb said the cemetery was oow' fuD and 
could bold no more. He showed reporters a 
comer of tbe cemetery ' s new section and said 
that 15 persoos bad been buried together on 
June 13 — eleven days before the ceasefire 
between the commandos and tbe Israeli 


forces which surround tbe Palestinian 
enclave of west Beirut. Flies covered the 
ground and tbe. smeD of death was thick in the 
ail. 

"Sometimes they came in one and twos but 
on other days 'there were more," be said' 
pointing to a p^e ccow^ with dozens of 
handwritten names. 

“Abu Tayeb read off the names of fliose in 
the common grave. Tfaey included: Jamal 
Muhammad Ibrahim, an elderly man, 
Muhammad Ahmad Bakro, Syrian soldier, 
Gfaabi Hussem, . a Faferiibe Uberation 
Organizatioo commando. Walid Nasser, Abu 
AteC, Faisal Mubarak, Walid Qassem 
Muhammad and 9-year-o1d Ashraf, killed ty 
Israeli shellfire in tbe Palestinian camp of 
Bourj el Barajneb. 

Abu Tayeb bad made notations next to 
some of tbe names listing bow they bad died. 
Other entries were merely names, however, 
and ft was impossible to obtain a breakdown 
of civilian and commando dead. 

But it was clear tbe IsraeU-Paiestmian 
fighting bad taken a heavy toD. In the year

preceding the June 6 invasion, there 
only 1 98 burials. Abu Tayeb sai^ adding thst 
this included some victims of the IsraeB-

India bans ragging in educational institutions 


NEW DELHI, July 2 (G) — Tbe Indian 
government has officially banned ragging in 
educational institutions aO over the country 
this year in a drastic bid to curb tbe sheer 
sadism that is inflicted on new students in the 
name of this initiation ceremony. 

Introduced in India during British rule, 
ragging has become a barbaric brutal sport 
over tbe past decade, driving several students 
to suicide. 

Stories that have found their way out from 
coDege compounds and hostel rooms are bor- 
ri^ng. New students have been humiliated, 
severely beaten and tortured by their seniors, 
all 'in the guise of innocent fun. 

Complaints to tbe authorities have proved 
fruitless and those who dared to complain 
have only suffered more. Students have ofmn 
preferred to give up their studies rather than 
take this humiliation. Some have committed 


suicide when tbe torture crossed limits. 

Tbe most recent cage was reported some 
months ago from a inedical college in the 
southern state of Karnataka. A 17-year-old 
boy first ran away from the college when ia. 
was subjected to ragging. His paiems. how- 
^er . forced him to go lest be ^3 bis 
future. A few days later, tbe boy hanged him- 
self in bis hostel room, leaving behind a note 
saying be could not take .any more ragging. 

His suicide spiked offa furor in the coun- 
try and led President Neelam Sanjzva Reddy 
to publicly condemn the practice of ragging. 
Describing the senior students as *‘ brutes and 
-devils.” be vowed to do away with the cus- 
tom. 

The recent ban imposed by the govern- 
ment is bdieved to have been pushed through 
by tbe president and it has been welcomed 


tiiroughout the country. University students 
in New Delhi, for example, have formed 
anti-rating squads consisting of students 
versed in karate and judo anH ^^ey bsve 
vowed to take action against anybody indsl^ 
ing in ragging. 

The efficacy of the ban. however, Temnioed 
to be seen. Similar bans impost colleges 
in the past have come to oou^t, as tna? 
college authorities are themselves tenorsed 
by senior students. S<Mne of tiiese students 
are local tougfa^ who would not heatate in 
lesoitiug to violence if they are forced to 
submit to college discipline. 

*Hie government has promised a0 neces- 
sary politt assistance to educational institu- 
tions for implementing the b an, police inw- 
ference may however lead to a fresh con- 
troversy on whetiier tbe police should be 
aUowed to enter freely into the campus. 


Bandits hail Indian minister ’s exit Black miners riot 

in Johannesburg 


NEW DELHI. July 2 (R) — Bandits in 
India's most populous state, Uttar l^desb, 
are celebrating tbe departure from office of 
the man wbo vowed to eliminate them — 
Chief Minister Vishw'anatb Praup Singh. 

Singh resigned last week after tbe massacre 
of 16 vfllagers ^ bandits in tbe state. Tbe 
former chief minister, a dose supporter of 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi, told reporters 
his conscience would not allow him to con- 
tinue in office because of tbe iriiiing!L 

Singb. elected to tbe post by Mrs. GandhTs 
nding Congrera (1) Party two years ago. had 
offered to resign once before foDowing the 
killings of 24 low-caste Hindus at Deoli v3- 
lage in Uttar Pradesh. He vowed toeliminate 
tile bandits, known in India as daooits,'or 
quit. 

Singh organized police in the state, which . 
has a population of more than 88 nuUion. to 
track down and crush the bandit gai^. By 
early tiiis year. Sink's administration said it 
had wiped out 10 major g ang s and 1.500' 
bandits. 

The killings on such a wide scale led to 
opposition charges that tiie -police were 
merely using, the campaign to settle old 
grudges or wipe out criminals other than* 
bandits. Former Indian Industry Mim'gter 
George Fernandes alleged last March that 
more than 5.000 persons had been IdDedl^ 


police in “fake encounters” in noitiieni 
states, including Uttar Pradesh. 

Singh’s poCce were unable to track down 
the infamous woman bandit Phoolan DevL 
who raided a village near the industrial town - 
of Kanpur in Uttar Pradesh last year and shot 
dead 21 persoos to avenge tiie kifling of her 
baodh-k^r Vfleram. 

Phoolan, said to be in her mid-20s, has so 
far^ evaded the police dragnet, but police 
daimed a major success in lolling a bandit 
chief called Chhabiram and 12 of his gang 
Rewards totaling 100,000 rupees ($12,500) 
were announced for the police who took part 
. in the operation. 

Singh -suSered a personal blow three 
fflontiis ago when bandits shot dead his 
brother, a judge of the Allahabad High Court, 
Jfte TrWane newspaper said in an edhtnial 
that the recent IdUings of 1 6 persons in Uttar 
Frad^- indicated the state government’s 
fa3are to end the bandit fno pap«> • - 


But the newspaper praised -Sin^-for fol- 
lowing tbe dictates of his conscience in quit- 
ting. arid contrasted his actions with several 
. other Congress (I) politicians vdio had dung 
ta. office (tointe scandals coiiceming tfara.
